SECTION 9. The fee for the issuance of permits by* 
the Department of Highways of Pennsylvania, where 
permits are required to be issued by said D epartm ent,1 
shall he paid to said Department in accordance with the ^ 
standard schedule of fees for such permits. 


SECTION IO. In all applications made to the B o r­ 
ough the applicant, at the time of filing the application 
shall pay a license fee to the Borough Engineer for th 
benefit of the Borough as follows: 
For opening or breaking between December 1st ant 
March 1st for laying a water, sewer or gas main, or main 
conduit for electric, telephone or telegraph wires, the 
sum of f ive ($5.00) Dollars for each one hundred ( IOO) 
lineal feet of trench or excavation or fraction thereof. 
f or any other application the sum of One ($1.00) 
Dollar. 


SECTION I I. Permits shall be issued by the Bor­ 
ough Engineer and shall be valid for thirty (30) days 
only from the date of issuance. A permit may be re­ 
newed for an additional thirty (30) days on the payment 
of an additional sum of I ifty ($ .50) Cents. 


SECTION 12. The filing of an application and the 
issuance of a permit shall constitute an agreement on the
